Sir,—In your issue of the 28th inst. dealing 
schoolmasters grievance, “ Lilliput’s ” 
letter offers an interestin~ explanation; but 
other, explanations will readily occur to your 
readers. To acquire the English aceent is a 
consideration, but to-acquiré the “more culti- 
vated tone” of the English ublic schools 
weighs more with Irish parents. English schools 
are rich in equipment. One could name a host 
of large boarding establishments in England 
which were designed by school architects and 
built exclusively for school purposes. In Ire- 
‘laud some of the leading schools were large 
private houses partially, adapted many years 
ago; others, thtough built as .schools, are ill- 
arranged, and lack many of the narts that our 
rivals glory in—such as class-rooms, gymnasium, 
workshin, suitable quarters for resident masters, 
aud facilities,for military training. - It is only 
quite recently that. a féw Irish ' schools 
have ‘been equipped with these luxuries. 
Again, . many ~ frish_ schools" admit 
boys, of. whom some aré free’ ang belong 
usually to a lower social grade than that of 
the boarders: in England we can easily pick 
schools where these conditions do not obtain, 
“I want my boy to get in with a good set: it 
will stand to him afterwards ’"—this isa natural 
sentiment prevalent among parents, especially 
those who are not already in a good set.
